A FOOLISH SCHEME. 


“China's superfluous soldiory 
constitute one of the curses.of the 
country. In the adjacent province 
of Kwangtung we havea geen 
whst 8 menace this armed 
rabble has been to life and pro- 
perty and to the peace of law- 
abiding citizens. Any satisfac- 
tory scheme, therefore, which 
aims at robbing these men of 
their, power for evil muat be 
welcomed. But we fear the pro- 
posal now pat forward, by which, 
apparently, efforts are to be made 
by merchants and others to buy 
the rifles of these troops, is 
absurd. ‘A more futila way of 
dealing with a serious problem 


we have scarcely ever encounter-"' 


ed. If itis necessary, as it surely 
is, that theese. bandit-troops be 
disarmed, then assuredly it is the 
Government's business to do the 
job; and nobody else’a. It ap- 
pears ‘that not ‘only are certain 
commercial organisations to be 
associated with this movement 
to bay back the rifles, but the 
Labour Guilds are also joining in 
the scheme,. though: precisely in 
what manner is not indicated. 
The argument that as a result 
of the scheme the bendit-troop: 
will gradually be disarmed 
and their rifles placed in the 
hends of. “responsible citizens * 
does not carry “sufficient con- 
viction ‘that ‘the -problém will 
thus.be solved. In-the ficst place, 
what guarantee is there that 
these organised bands of armed 
robbers (for. that is what these 
so-callad troops are) will be ready 
to‘sell their arms? Theo, assum- 
ing they’ do,. would it oot. be 
possible. for them, to . re-arml 


themselves?’ Another point, end 


& most important’ one, is”.the 
satination of these: rifles, once 


aio -can “responsible citizens ™ 
have for these arms? And -are 
the half a million Guild mamters 
in Canton to haveysome of the 
rifles ag welt?’ The @holeschome 
appears to Us to Mave been very 
badly ‘thought out—it is a very 
Emstevrish tinkering” with a 
really serious issue. The ques- 
tion is not’made any easior of 
settlement from the fact thatin 
the past the responsible ‘hoade of 
goverment in Canton and _else- 
where have encouraged the con- 
tinued existence and activity of 
these armed bands. by enlisting 
their services inorder to fight 
against opposition parties. Can- 
ton is thus suffering from an.evil 
more or less of its own creation. 
But other and more sensible 
plans than thoss. now disclosed 
will have to be devisad for coping 
with the problem. _ 


Housing Commission. . 

We find ourselves in agreement 
with our moraing’contemporaries 
regarding the constitution of the 
Commission to enquire into the 
housing problem. So far as the 
appointmants go, they are admir- 
able. Mr. Pollock, besides rep- 
resenting the CRA, is a ‘pro- 
perty owner, Mr, Balley isalarge 
employer of labour who is snxious 
that the workers should live under 
batter conditions; and Mr. Kote- 
wall wilt be able to speak for the 
Chinase and, as a business mao 
and owner, can well represent 
some of thelargerinterests. But 
as techpical issues of the utmost 
importance in regard to build- 
ing cos:s muss be raised at 
the enquiry, it seems to us 
that at Jeast one architect 
should have been included ‘on 
the Commission. We know the 
difficulty of getting wholly dis- 
interested men of this type, 
but, if this were found impossible, 
could not the services. of a 
Government servant with thé 
necessary knowledge be secured ? 
Then, also, at least one actual ten- 
sctwho knows sdmethiog from 
expérience aboutrents mizht have 
been included on the Commission, 
Whilet wo fully-appreciate the 
Government’s desire that ‘the 
Comosaion should be an im- 
partial body, and also realise that 
it will have power to call experts 
to give evidence, the point ap- 
pears to: have been overlooked 
that, without the presence of a 
member possessing technical 
knowledge, it will. ba extremely 
diffcult, if not impossible, to get 
down to essential paints on such 
matters as building costs. It 
will be useless to call witnesses 
ifthey cannot be questioned on 
technics! points, and to do that, 
at Jeast one of the Commissioners 
should be equipped with the re- 
quisite knowledge. Thatis where 
‘a qualified Government servant, 
who would have no axe to grind, 
would be valuable. We cannot 
help feeling that the Commission 
js too small for the immensity 
and intricacy of the job. For'the 
Sui An piracy enquiry there were 
nearly double the number of 
commissionérs than bave been 
selectad to look into the housing 
problem, which is obviously one 
of far greater importance and 
complexity. 

Silver Reserves, 

One of the principal changes in 
the realm of currency since the 
awar has been the debasing of their 
coinage by the different nations. 
This step was originally induced 
by the very high price to which 
silver rose, making it a profitable 
business for silver coins to be 
melted “and sold by weight. 
Everyone will recollect how 
difficult it was to cbfain small 
change when this procedure on 
the part of soine sections of the 
public was atits height. At pres- 
ent, there isin a few countries 
already o very large proportion. of 
base coin-—mostly sluminium, 
bronze or uickel and nickel- 
bronze. Where there is a pro- 
portion of silver, it is very -slight.| 
This lessened demand ‘for silver 
has operated.towards the lower 
price now ruling. This same low 
quotation has been interesting 
those’ concerned ‘with the. silver 
market, who haye-been examin- 
ing ways and mesne.of atabilis- 
ing the demand, and have‘ 
of course been especially soxious:
